“‘Dear Madam—>May I ask to have soeial
serviee work defined and its posalbilitien
on a means of livelibood explained? And
how may I apply? ]

“Yours trulr.” ete.

Tre letter made me wonder if mach has
been sald about social service work and
workers in this column, and if wo, whether
1 had ecemed for or agninst the profession.

T am really for social service work, but
1 find myself continually critieal of the
social serviee workers in my mind, though
I hope that fact docs not reverberate through
the enliymn,

Perhaps for that reason 1 am not a good
r-‘mn to define the work or the workers,
wr T should say that social servics work
was philanthropic work done by professional
and generally by employed workers, and
that & =ocinl rervice worker was one wlho
had received a more or less sclentific train-
ing for benevolent work,

As (0 the chances of enrning a livelthood,
I should say that thay were multiplying
rearly, and that salaries of from 1o
R2500, and, in soma cises. living quarters
and even meals, were offerad with other per-
auisites that epelled considerable influence
ald even power over the affairs of men and
women and children, not to say boarda of
wuagers and executive commitiees,

Every vear, howesor, the truining of a
Fouial service worker grows more formidable,

lm-?hr L. Manidy, establivhed the first
sehiool of training for veligioun social service
workers, and he astonishoed the pastors and
Dorcas Bocleties and Ladios’ Alde exeeed-
ingly by having tabulated methods by whieh
one or another met of derelicts was con-
vertad and put on the «traight path, From
that school the name Christian worker was
more or lesr derived, and for some time it
represented a certaln typa—not always a
popular ona—aqth the tank and fls of
church membors,

Noon after that there came into existonce
social settlements, gencrally in the slums or
in a poor nelghlorhood or, at all events. in
R melgiborhood of workers in industry;
settlements where gien and women lved anid
did philanthiropic work under the direction
of a wettlement Lend and necording  to
methods outlined and generally taught by
that head. Thess persons were Known as
settlement workers, and they did everything.

In the wake of the slum or wettlement
worker enme the Young Wamen's Christian
Assoclation trained worker, who was gener-
ally known ar n ¥, W, . AL ROCrOtATy .
Khe recelved her trulning in the big ¥, W,
C. A, eelool In New York City under the
supervision of no less n person than Miss
Grace Duwdge and tenchers of her choiee,
1 lassified and trained
for virions jobs undey industeial, rural, ciy,
institutionnl, roliglous, recreationn! and ud-
tuinlstrative,

in hand the salaries of these workers
mnong women were part-time stipemds and
very meager at that. ‘The Y. W, ., A.
vaised the standard of effictency and also of
pay. It also gave the ealaried trained
worker an equal position with the volun-
teer on bonrds add w0 slightly superlor posi-
ton in actusl administrative work, because
by knowing the work by n dnily and even
hourly econtact with it 1hey were not only
better informed thoo the volunteeps, but
they were more ethejent,
